Russia Dr Kurt Von Schuschnigg, former Austrian chanoeiNW, Monday 
evening advocated “a form of unification” for western Europe as the only 
solution to tire prob lems of Central Europe and the war threat to the 


Speaking at the concluding Town Hall meeting, Dr. Von Schuschnigg 
said the federation of western Europe "should include eastern Europe, too,” 
but indicated that is highly Improb ab le In view of Russia’s continued step 
by step expansion of control. 
• 
— 
More than 800 people, the largest 
Town Hall audience this season, 
heard the retired Austrian politi­ 
cian who was held seven years In 
a Nwi concentration camp, outline 
in a factual way the expansion of 
Russia’s sphere of influence and 
compare it with Hitler’s methods. 
He pointed out that b oth systems 
take over control of neighb oring 
countries b y creating an illusion of 
revolution and threatening disor­ 
der and then demand the powers of 
the sub jected country to install a 
government similar to the totalitar­ 
ian one In Russia and formerly In 
Germany. 
Recalls Own Experiences 
He cited his own personal exper­ 
iences with Hitler, when he was 
forced to turn the government of 
Austria over to the Nazis prior to 
World war II. 
He laaer was im­ 
prisoned after the Nazis came to 
power, 
He drew a parallel b etween H it­ 
ler’s gains 
and Russia’s 
current 
manuevering and emphasized the 
importance of stopping the Russians 
b efore another war is inevitab le. 
TV economic and military unton 
of western Europe is the answer to 
the prob lem, he declared. 
He said "Call the federation the 
United States of Europe, Pan Eur­ 
ope or whatever you want—It must 
be achieved of the tremb les are to 
be settled peaceab ly." He added that 
it might take 20 years to accomplish. 
V. S. Aid Needed 
Without directly mentioning the 
Rarshali plan, Dr. Von Schuschnigg 
l*ve the audience great hope for 
its effectiveness when b e pointed 
out that the small countries of Eur­ 
ope “must lean either to the west 
or the east.” 
He said all the countries would 
prefer to remain independent, b ut 
inasmuch as they couldn’t, most of 
the people would prefer to lean on 
the United States. 
It is on that fact, and he under­ 
lined his sincere 
b elief 
In 
the 
thought, that the hope of the world 
peace now lies. 
Analyzing the countries in the 
Central European sphere—which he 
defined as Germany, Austria, Czech­ 
oslovakia and Hungary as geogra­ 
phically under that title and econ­ 
omically b roadened to include Italy 
—he b rought 
out 
the following 
point*: 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA — He said 
the recent seizure of that country 
by Russia was in direct line with 
the Hitler policy of expansion. He 
describ ed the Czechs as the "sound­ 
est, most b asically democratic coun­ 
try in Europe" and praised Presi­ 
dent Eduard Benes as "the man with 
the b est intentions of forming a 
living compromise prior to the war 
to avoid the war." H e said the 
Cieehs and Austrian» could not 
achieve harmony 
b etween 
them­ 
selves b ecause the two countries had 
b een involved in so many land and 
province grab s" against each other 


Schuschnigg Berated 
By Woman Listener 


Attendants at the Town Hall 
meeting Monday night were curi­ 
ous over the identity of a 23-year 
-old woman who challenged some 
of « the statements made b y the 
speaker, Dr. K urt Von Schusch­ 
nigg, former Austrian chancellor. 
The young woman, who said 
she was a native of Vienna and 
had spent most of her life there, 
queried Dr.. Schuschnigg on his 
rise to power in Austria and in­ 
timated that he was responsib le 
for some violence there in 1934. 
Although she did not identify 
herself, it was learned that she 
is a O. I. b ride and was b rought 
to the United States b y her 
Youngstown husb and just after 
the close of the war. She appar­ 
ently had b een affiliated with 
the Shultzb und, a Socialist or­ 
ganization.

End OI The Myth 
Secretary of Commerce Harrlman gets credit for 
ending the waxtime myth of official compatibility 
between the United States and Russian government 
“there are aggressive forces in the world coming from 
the Soviet union which are just as destructive in their 
effect on the world and our own way of life as Hitler 
was,“ he has said in a congressional hearing. 
He 
added that they are « greater menace, in his opinion, 
than Hitler was. That, of course, is debatable. 
The fact is that public opinion in the United 
States never condoned the Russian government, even 
during the war. It was sympathetic to the Russian 
people, who fought valiantly to drive out the invading 
Germans. 
The fatuous postwar reasoning that the 
Nazis somehow must have been better than the Com­ 
munists because the latter now are belligerent is the 
kind of error that trap« people who want to believe 
everything is a clear choice between right and wrong. 
Wartime support of Russia was not a choice be­ 
tween right and wrong. It was an expedient policy 
for defeating the stronger of two powers both of 
which were unfriendly to the United States before 
war began. 
The Russian government, too. was fol­ 
lowing an expedient policy, insofar aa it pretended to 
be friendly, The myth of friendship has done great 
mischief; it never was true. Americans did not sub­ 
scribe to Hie Communist dictatorship; they subscribed 
only to the proposition that Hitlerism had to be 
squelched by helping the Russian people drive out the 
invading Germans. 


Recovery Program Or Lend-Lease? 
It would be shortsighted not to see that the Euro­ 
pean recovery program—the Marshall plan—could be 
converted into a lend-leaae program by a change in 
European circumstances. 
The change is by no means impossible.

There are many lotms of this 
disease, which is now known to be 
caused by several different viruses. 
It may a'so develop following other 
nr.ote common lnleciions, such as 
measly« or mumps. 
Sleeping Sickness 
The most important 
and 
best- 
Uicwr type oi encephalitis is the 
one described by Dr. von Economo 
tn 1916. it is known us lethargic en­ 
cephalitis or sleeping sickness. 
At 
the piesent time, It seems to occur 
rarely, but widespread epidemics of 
it liave broken out not cnly in the 
United States but elsewhere. 
This malady usually occurs dur­ 
ing the winter season, and H is 
thought that it develops about ten 
days after the person has been ex­ 
posed to it. St may attack persons of 
any age, but is most common be­ 
tween the ages of ten and thirty 
tymrs.*- Unfortunately, the 
exact 
manner In which this sickness is 
spread has not been determined, but 
it does not seem to spread directly 
from one person to another. 
Three Stages 
There are three stages of the dis­ 
ease; An acute period which lasts 
frcen a few days to several months; 
then a period during which there 
are few, if 
any. symptoms this 
period lasting 
for several 
years; 
then there follows a chronic stage, 
which may last for the rest of the 
patient's life. 
During the first stages of the dis­ 
ease, there may be sleepiness with 
little fever. On the other hand, in 
some cases, the patient is excited 
and overactive, with high fever 
Sometimes the disease runs a very 
rapid course, with extremely high 
fever, 
convulsions, 
and 
.s.mila r 
symptoms. In some instances there 
are mild pains, double vision, head­ 
ache. and sleeplessness 
Chronic Stage 
In the chronic surge, there 
are 
twiuTungs and trembling. 
There 
may be some paralysis, convulsions, 
and change*. In the personality, to­ 
gether with disturbane*» of sleep. 
Sleepiness is simply 
just ore* 
symptom—not the most conuuon. It 
may start at the beginning of the 
Ulne** and last fur the rest of the 
patients life Usually it lasts for s 
few 
days, 
occasionally 
a 
few 
monili» , and then recovery follows 
Tire thing to remember, however, is 
that sleepiness is a very rare symp­ 
tom and. while dramatic and even 
accepted as an aid in naming the 
dine*» , it is still not too important.

In practically all 
cases, this condition is due either to 
heart or kidney disease. 
The treatment for dropsy depends 
entirely upon the cause. 
In heart 
disease, digitalis is usually given. In 
kidney disease, the amount of fluids 
is restricted and a diet low in pro­ 
tein and salt Is given.

They would 
either starve or become a charge 
upon other n ation s. 
This was a 
scheme that would arouse the eter­ 
n al resen tmen t of the German s, It 
would pun ish all of them an d fu­ 
ture gen eration s too for the crimes 
of a portion of them. 
It would 
pun ish n ot on ly German y' but also 
most of Europe. 
The Presid en t also said in his 
n ote to me that he thought he had 
worked out the location s of the 
occupyin g farces in German y. 
He 
had been hopin g to get the n orth­ 
western portion of German y as the 
American zon e of occupation , but 
fin ally agreed with Churchill that 
Britain should have it, while the 
Un ited States would have most of 
Southern German y, in clud in g Ba 
varia. 
On the same d ay, Sept. 15. that 
the Presid en t sen t me the memor­ 
an d um embracin g the Morgen thau 
plan an d the d ecision on the zon es 
of occupation , he sen t me an other 
memoran d um which in formed me 
that Morgen thau had presen ted at 
Quebec, in con jun ction with his 
plan for German y, a proposal of 
cred its to Britain totallin g six an d 
a half ballon d ollars. This might 
suggest to some the n ature of a 
quid pro quo with which the secre­ 
tary of the treasury was able to 
get Mr. ChurehilDs ad heren ce to his 
cataclysmic plair for German y. 
The Presid en t said in his mem­ 
oran d um that he had agreed that, 
after the d efeat of German y an d 
while the war again st Japan wen t 
on , Britain should con tin ue to re­ 
ceive mun ition s assistan ce from us 
to the ex ten t of $3,500,000,000 an d 
n on -mun ition s assistan ce of $3,- 
000,000,000. He con curred in Church­ 
ill's statemen t that if the Un ited 
Kin gd om was cn ce more to pay her 
way it was essen tial that her ex 
port trad e, which had shrun k to a 
very small fraction , should be re­ 
established . 
Naturally' n o articles obtain ed on 
Len d -Lease

an y con d ition s to supplies d elivered 
to Britain on Len d -Lease which 
would Jeopard ize the recovery of 
her ex port trad e. 
This struck me amid ships.

would give up imperial tard i pref­ 
eren ces. 
This whole d evelopmen t at Que­ 
bec, I believe, an gered me as much 
as an ythin g that had happen ed 
d urin g my career as Secretary of 
State. If the Morgen thau plan leak­ 
ed out, as it in evitably would —an d 
shortly d id —it might well mean a 
bitter-en d German resistan ce that 
could cause the loss of thousan d s 
of American lives.
